: Mere Paris, Decamber 23. 
_In the course of a statement in the Chamber on foreign policy 
M..Clemencesu said that be did ‘not think that’ the,militaty 
guarantees offered ty Britain and America to France would again 
be questioned. He went to London to discuss the Turkish question, 
and they now seemed to be on the way to evolve a satisfactory 
agreement as a basis fora preliminary agreement which had already 
been established. M. Clemenceau declared the atmosphere in England 
was as friendly towards France as he could have wished. Mr. Lloyd 
George said :—" Our two countries must keep closer together than 
ever. (Prolonged applause). 
George added that if only we wore in agreement there would never 
again be a war in Europe”. M. Clemenceau replied, “ Whatever 
happens you:can count not only on me, who am merely a passing 
factor, but alao on the whole of France.” (Renewed applause).

FREE TRADE OR TARIFF REFORM? . 
: noe + 1 


The Coalition Government, in its anxiety to change the fiscal 
’ policy of the country, has evidently somewhat overstepped itself. 
During the war, the import of many articles into the United King- 
dom was prohibited, but this w-s done in due and regular order either 
, by Proclamations tinder the De‘ence of the Realm Act or by Orders- 
in-Council. The war-time restrictions’ wera removed as from 
September ist last, except as regatds materials for what the Govern- 
ment has described az “ key industries," and these, apparently, have 
been shut out by bringing them jpeder the Customs Consolidation 
Act which empowers the prohibition of importation of arme, ammuni- 
tion “or any other goods." A Manchester firm which had a con- 
signment of acid seized under this Act tested the legality of the 
procedure, and the decision has been given against the Government 
-by Mr. Justice Sankey, who holds that the words quoted deal only 
with goods of the same class as those mentioned, and that the 
Government is not empowered to prohibit certain imports of Ordinary 
peace-time trade. ‘On an appeal by the Government, the metter 
will now be dealt with by the House of-Lords, but meanwhile-the 
Customs has been instructed to allow the importation of all articles 
affected. : ow 4 
With the legal aspect of the subject we are not concerned? that 
will be dealt with in the proper place, and-on it will depend whether 


the Government will have to indemnify those whose goods have |} 


Deen seized on importation. "We can well understand that the Free 
.. Traders are jubilant over the decision, for they have strongly reseht-

means of the embargo syatem. The Government is ‘apparently. 
going to bring the whole matter within the purview of the House of 
Commons by means of legislation, thereby regularising the. proced- 
ure and allowing the elected representatives of the people to express 
their opinions on a matter which is of the utmost moment. But, on 
an issue of such magnitude, the fairer method, to our way of think- 
ing, would have been for the Government to go to the country on 
the plain question whether Britain’s fiscal policy should of should 
, not be changed. It is true that at the last General Election it was 
known that the Government contemplated measurés for dealing 
with “dumping,” but other factors greatly influenced the electorate 
in sending back the Coalition toa fresh term of office. After all, 
this question needs to be viewed quite separately, It is one of the 
highest possible importance, and itis only right and proper that the 
people should be given tha opportunity of saying whether tk ey do 
or do not want Tariff Reform, which is what the Government's 
policy amounts to. _ mo, . :

Dealing with the Government's proposals, Mr. Lloyd George 
laid stress on the fact that no- Proposals acceptable to British opinion 
stood any chance of acceptance in the present position of Trish ' 
affairs. The Government's plan was based ona recognition of three 
fundamental facts—first, the impossibility of severing Ireland from 
the United Kingdom ; second, the opposition of Nationalist Ireland 
-despite the fact that ‘Treland was never so prosperous as now; and. 
third, the opposition of the North-Hast.to Irish mule. Subject’ ta 
those three conditions the Government-proposed that self-govern- 
ment be conferred on the whole of Ireland through the establish- 
ment of two Legislatures, ome of which would be the Parlisment of 
Southern Ireland, and the other the Parliament of Northern Ireland. 

Four alternative proposals were discussed regarding areas— 
first, ‘that Ulster ‘form one unit and the other three provinces 
another unit: second, that there be County option: third, ‘that the 
six north-eastern countiesform one unit. All these contained the 
objection regarding the division of the population. The fourth 
.suggestion was to ascertain the homogenous North-eastern 
section and constitute it a separate area, eliminating, where prac- 
ticable, the Catholic communities whilst including the Protestant 
communities inthe coterminous caunties in order to produce an 
area 28 homogeneous as possible under the circumstances. 

Tt was further proposed to constitute a Council of Ireland, con- 
sisting of representatives of toth legislatures and serving as a link 
between the two sections of Ireland, whereby ‘a joint administration 
of common services could be arranged. 

The Irish Legislatives would have complete discretion Tegard- 
ing the powers to be conferred upon the Council and the services 
jointly controlled. The Irish Legislatures would also have full 
constituent powers, without furthér reference to the Imperial 
Parliament, to create a single Irish legislature if both sections 
desired it. Thus it would rest with the Irish people themselves to 
determine whether they wanted union. As a greater inducement, 
additional taxing powers would be handed over to the Irish Partia- 
ment as soon as unity was atcomplished. 

Irelacd'’s representation at Westminister would be reduced to 
fort 

Certain powers would be reserved to the Imperial Parliament, 
‘inzluding those of the Crown, the right to make peac2 or war, the 
‘conduct of Foreign..Affairs, the Army, Navy, Defence, Treason, 
_Trate outside Ireland, Na avigation (including merchant shipping. 
“wireless and cables), coinage, trade-marks, and light-houses, and 
also the higher-Judiciary, pending agreement between the two 
Legislatures regarding the-method of appointments. 

The powers of the Parliaments would be very considerable. 
They wou'd have fuil control of Education. Local Government, 
Land, Agriculture. Roads, Bridges, Transportation (including rail- 
wavs and canals), Old-Age pensions, Insurance, Municipal affairs, 
the local Judiciary, Hospitals, Labour legislation, Licensing, all the 
machinery Jfor the maintenance of law and order except the higher 
Judiciary, the Army and Navy. 

It was not proposed to retain control of the Police in imperial 
hands beyond three years, while security would be given. to all 
members of the Police Force and the Civil Service. The Post Office 
would not be transferred until both parts in Ireland united in asking 
for the change. There woull also be clauses for the protection of 
minorities. 

Dealiug with the question. of finance, Mr. Lloyd George declared 
that the absence of any provision in the 1914 Bill fora contribution 
towards the maintenance of the Empire was & supreme injustice to 
the tax-payer in Great Britain. 

The Government proposed to give the Irish Governments the 
whole alvantaze of those taxes which were raised in Ireland in 
excess of a fair contribution to the Imperial services. Thus, the 
revenus of Ireland in 1918 being £41,438,000 and the expenditure 
£23,500,000, th re would therefore be a-contribution of 218,000,000 
towards Imperial expenditure, which included war pensions, Each 
Parliament would b2 granted £1,000,000 to cover its initial expendi- 
ture, while the proca ‘ds of land annunities would also be handed 
over aS a free gift to [reland, totalling £3,000,000. 

The two Parliaments would have the taxation powers of the 
American States. 

Income-tax, Super-tax, Excess Préfits-tax, Customs and Excise 
would be collected Imperial y, but when Ireland was united the 
Imperial Parliament could consider whether the Customs should 
handed over. 

In conclusion the Prime Minister pleaded for the closing 
of the chapter of mistakes, follies, and crimes. on both sides. 
‘The question now was not who was blameworthy but how to set 
matters right. It was most important for both countries to realise 
thoroughly the limitations of acceptinze. Uniess Ireland 
had real control of her’ purely domestic affairs it 
would be jdle to proceed. ‘‘On the other hand "—said the Prime 
Minister, speaking deliberately and with the utmost emphasis— 

‘Britain cannot accept separation.” (Lord cheers). The men who 
thought that Britain could be compelled by force to concede any- 
thing unjust to her own people or fatal to her own life, and security 
could not have read the story of the last five years.” (Cheers), This 
was nota time when anyone would suspect Britain of conceding 
from weakness, . Would anyone taunt the land which destroyed the 
greazest wilitary Empire in the worid largely by its own power that 
it was simply, quailing before a band of wretched assassins? 
(Cheers). 


The world would know thet Britain was entering upon this J 


scheme prompted by a deep sense of justice,.which had sustained 
the land through these last years of sacrifice. (Loud cheers).

Rev. Archibald ° Forder,, an 


English missionary, who suffered }- 


bitter persecution at the hands of 
the Turks’ in Palestine for four 
years during the war, recently 
returned from the Holy Land. . 

He has many frightful tales to] 
tell of Turkish misrule in Pales- 
tine, ° of the horrors of prison 
Hfe in Jerusalem and Damascus, 
and of the cruelties of offic- 

iols, who were even callous 
enough to confiscate the money 
allowed for the burial of British 
soldiers, and to cast the bodies of 
these brave men to the dogs. 


Mr. Forder was received at 
Buckingham Palace by the King, 
who, on hearing of the terrible 
ordeals to which be had been sub- 
jected, was moved to indignation. 

“The King received me very 
kindly,” said Mr. Forder to the 
Daily Chronicle representative, 

‘and *when I. was telling my 

story he constantly broke in with 


exclamations expressing his dis- }. 


gust at the treatment 1 had ex- 
perienced, 


‘wT told him.how my wife and 
children were separated from me, 
and how my wife subsequently 
died owing to the bad treatment 
she received from the Turks 
while I was in prison. 


“He asked me if I was going 
out again to resume my work in 
Palestine. I said I was, and he 
remarked. ‘Well, you will have 
a better time, because ‘we are 
going to develop the country and 
look after the people well.’ 

“I showed the Kinga Damascus 
newspaper, printed in Arabic and 
containing an article about him- 
self, I had a translation with 
me, which the King read. 

“His Majesty laughed heartily 
at the imaginative story given of 
himself, running into acellarin 
Edgware-road to escape from 
Zeppelin bombs and calling to the 
Queen ‘to help him out of his 
trouble. He said hedid not think 
‘he was so popular with the Turks 
as to be written about in their 
newspapers. 

“T also told the King that.the 

Germans had. been instrumental 
in stirring up the Turks against 
me. Hesaid:— . 
Oh, the Germans ‘are finished 
now. See what has happened to 
the Kaiser, He has had to run 
away ‘from his own ‘people and 
his own country and seek refuge 
in a neutral country. He is well 
punished for what he did.” - 

Mr. Forcer bears visible traces 
of his hardships end captivity in 
Palestine. Five’ years ago he 
was a strong and athletic man, 
but although it is over a year 
since be was rescued, when the 
Australians entered Damascus, 
he is now but a shadow of his 
former self, and his right. arm 
and side have been rendered 
almost useless owing to the damp
